The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.)

We have designed what we consider a very excellent Sanitary Pea Conveyor 
and inclose herewith illustration showing the main features: 

The Carrying Buckets (which are galvanized); 

The Driving Mechanism; 

Idlers (sprockets complete with shafts, boxes, etc.) ; 

Feeding Mechanism (which is so arranged that peas dropped into a chute 

or hopper are discharged into buckets as the latter pass below this feeding 

mechanism, without any dropping or waste.) 

The buckets are emptied by being tilted through contact of star projections

While the members of the Association of Manufac-

are a dishonest lot.

British trade journals note with satisfaction that the 
public is getting over the prejudice against American 
canned meats engendered by the sensational and ex- 
aggerated statements which were given world-wide 


publicity somewhat less than a year ago. The London 
“Grocer,” for instance, states that the tendency is to- 
ward increased consumption. This is not at all sur- 
prising. The effects of such tall tales as were told by 
Upton Sinclair were bound to wear off in time, espe- 
cially when there has been so much evidence to show 
that conditions in the meat-packing industry never 
were anything like as black as they were painted.

The Journal of Commerce of New York in an edi- 
torial under the caption “Sophisticated Foods,” asks, 
“How happens it that certain interests are so much 
concerned lest standards should be established in the 
execution of the pure food law which will be ‘destruc- 
tive to business?’ Why is it that some of the flavor- 
ing extract people, some canners and preservers and 
some millers-are trying to strike at or emasculate the 
law?” The flavoring extract people and the millers 
may be trying to decapitate the law, but we haven’t 
heard that any of the canners were attempting to per- 
form a surgical operation on a statute to which re- 
cently they assembled in national convention, gave 
their heartiest endorsement. What are the names of 
the canners who would guillotine the Food and Drugs 
Act? Perhaps the term canners was used thought- 
lessly ; maybe preservers of foods in cans by the ster- 
ilization process were not meant at all.

Concerning the business situation, Bradstreet’s last 
weekly review notes the following: “As regards manu- 
facturing lines, it is the old story of heavily filled or- 
der books and of capacity being worked to the utmost, 
despite which deliveries are backward. Collections, 
though satisfactory in some lines, are, on the whole, 
backward, the tightness of money and the enormous 
volume of business outstanding being the main fac- 
tors.” Dun’s weekly review of commercial conditions 
says: “Renewed demand for Bessemer iron from the 
leading interest indicates that it is unable to provide 
for the needs of the steel mills, and the distribution of 
the contract among many furnaces testifies to the good 
condition of order books, as no single concern could 
make the desired delivery.” Dun’s, commenting on 
trade in the Chicago district, says: “In the leading de- 
velopments of the week there are gratifying indica- 
tions that business has entered into a more extended 
activity. With the heavy March settlements bank ex- 
changes are expected to show expansion, but a new 
high record for the last six days is not entirely ac- 
counted for except by the larger use of money in com- 
merce, increased consumption of commodities, and a 
notable gain in marketing of crops. Many visiting 
buyers make liberal purchases in the wholesale dis- 
trict.”

Per Capita Consumption of Canned Goods. 


URING the recent canners’ convention at Buf- 

falo a story to the effect that less than three 
cans of fruits and vegetables per individual 
are consumed annually in the United States 
gained circulation, and, in connection with the new 
National Canners’ association, this statement was 
printed in an Eastern commercial newspaper: 

There were those at this convention who firmly believe that 
with conscientious effort the distribution of canned vegeta- 
bles and fruits can be increased in the next year to five cans 
per individual—an increase, if effected, that would tax the 
capacity of every plant of the country to meet it. 

To a person who knows anything at all about the 
production of canned goods in the United States, the 
above paragraph is laughable—it is so far out of line 
with the facts. Instead of the consumption of canned 
fruits and vegetables being less than three tins per 
individual annually in the United States, there are 
two single items, corn and tomatoes, the consumption 
of each of which is nearly three cans per individual, 
and has been so for several years. 

The tomato pack in this country last year totalled 





9,937,502 cases of 24 cans each. This figures out a 
total of 238,500,048 cans, based on the No. 3 size. 
Estimating that the population of the United States at 
the present time is 80,000,000, we find that the con- 
sumption of canned tomatoes alone figures out just 
about three cans per person. The corn pack of 1906 
was 8,739,908 cases, or 209,758,792 cans, which is 
about 2% cans per capita. The consumption of the 
two items of tomatoes and corn by themselves amounts 
at the present time to more than five cans per individ- 
ual, yet the paragraph quoted says that persons at 
the Buffalo convention firmly believe consumption of 
fruits and vegetables together could, with “conscien- 
tious effort,” be increased to that quantity. If one 
will take the trouble to figure up the total number of 
cans of fruits and vegetables packed in the United 
States last season it will be instantly apparent that 
the per capita consumption of these goods in _ this 
country in a year is, conservatively estimated, nearer 
twelve cans than five—and the capacity of “every plant 
in the country” is not at all taxed to produce the 
goods. 








Sauerkraut Manufacturers Meet and Organize 
Association. 


[wenty prominent manufacturers of sauerkraut in 
different parts of the United States met in Toledo, 
Ohio, on Wednesday last, and effected an organiza- 
tion for mutual interest and the promotion of trade. 

The committees were appointed to draft a consti- 
tution and by-laws which will be reported for accept- 
ance at the next meeting of the association, which 
will be in Toledo on June 19 next. The meeting was 
attended by the largest kraut manufacturers in IIli- 
nois, Wisconsin, Ohio and New York state. The offi- 
cers selected to serve during the first year were as 
follows: 

President, George Slessman, Clyde, Ohio; vice-pres- 
ident, Fred Dillman, Geneva, N. Y.; secretary and 
treasurer, W. W. Wilder, Clyde, O. 


The following directors were chosen: Peter J. 
Claussen, Chicago; P. Hohenadle, Jr., Janesville, 
Wis., and W. A. Colton, Waterloo, N. Y. 





Scarcity of Chinooks on Columbia River. 


Advices from Astoria, Ore., are to the effect that 
the scarcity of chinook salmon in the Columbia river 
so far this year is the cause of more or less comment. 
While few are looked for so early in the season their 
almost utter absence at the present time is noticeable. 
While several causes for this are given the one gen- 
erally accepted is the almost continuous blasting for 
the construction of the railway extension along the 
north shore of the river. As some of these blasts are 
sufficiently heavy to shake buildings in Astoria, they 
are certain to frighten fish.

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CANNED GOODS MARKET 
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We commented last week on the reduced condition 
of spot stocks of canned goods. The business of the 
present week has made it even more apparent that 
first-hand supplies of the staples. are exceptionally 
light for this time of year. The two exceptions to 
the rule are corn and tomatoes, the latter not nearly 
so conspicuous an exception as corn, though that arti- 
cle, too, which has been down and out for so long a 


time, is not looked upon as entirely hopeless, as was 
the case a comparatively short while ago. The con- 
sumption of corn has been exceedingly heavy and this 
has been going on so steadily that an impression has 
been made in the immense surplus that was piled up 
as a result of three big packs in succession. There 


has recently been somewhat more interest taken in 
corn, and more attention is being given it by the 
wholesalers than for months past. 

Our advices concerning conditions at Baltimore in- 
dicate that considerable business was done on future 
tomatoes during the week reviewed but that the mar- 
ket was not really active. Reports to us also indicate 
that the feeling on futures, while there is no actual 
change to note so far as values are concerned, remains 
firm, fully as much so as a week ago. The market 
on 1907 packing tomatoes, standard quality, quotations 
by responsible packers whose guaranty means that the 
full quantity called for on the contract will be deliv- 
ered—is 82'%c per doz., f. o. b. Baltimore for 2s, 62%4c 
for 3s, and $2.50 for gallons, less discount. It should 
be noted though that the majority of these packers 
are very well sold up on future tomatoes, brokers re- 
porting that they are unable to find sellers now for full 
standard brands at 6oc and 8oc per doz. f. 0. b. factory 
for 2s and .3s respectively. “According to grade and 
brand,” writes an authority at Aberdeen, Md., “fu- 
tures are finding favor at 82%4c to 87%c for 3s and 
62%c to 67%4c for 2s. A Baltimore authority, com- 
menting on futures, remarks that “The sales for fu- 
ture delivery up to this date, in the face of the ad- 
vanced cost over last season, will prove to be, it is 
thought, a sustaining force to the market until the 
next packing season opens.” 

The demand for spot tomatoes in the Baltimore mar- 
ket has been very fair, it seems from reports on the 
week ending to-day. Some in the market note that 
spot tomato business is on the increase, saying that 
some sections were heavier buyers than others, and 
the orders well distributed. No. 3s are the package 
most interesting to the wholesalers, who, as a rule, 


seem not to be carrying very large stocks. This is the |

Sales of canned goods futures in general by the 
wholesale grocers have aggregated a very large 
amount of business since January first. The sales;' 
to date are said to exceed the transactions to the same ' 


date in 1906. 


Tomatoes— i 

Spot tomato prices are 97%c to $1.00 per doz. de- 
livered here. The feeling is slightly easier, as the job-. 
bers of late have not bought a great many tomatoes 
and some packers who own old stock are desirous of 
selling. At the same time, first-hand supplies in the 
middle west are small. Sales of futures have been 
made during the week reviewed at 87%c per doz., but’ 
85c would get a very large amount of business. Fu- 
ture No. 10s are quoted at $2.75 delivered Chicago. 

The reports we have received on the New York 
market indicate more business on 1907 packing toma- 
toes in the week reviewed than in an equal period since 
the selling of futures started. It appears that packers, 
who had been holding out some time for more money 
than the buyers were willing to pay, granted conces- 
sions, and this started things going. Reports note 
that a number of transactions were put through on the 
basis of 80c f. 0. b. Maryland factory for No. 3 stand-; 
ards, some at 81c f. 0. b. factory, and 60c for No. 2s. 
At the same time it appears that brands with a repu- 
tation brought 82%4c on 3s and 62%c on 2s. The spot 
New York market, reports say, is 95c to 97%c for 
Maryland standard 3s. The Baltimore market is fully 
covered by our correspondent, whose letter will be 
found on another page.

Peas— 

The market on spot peas is very firm, with limited 
supplies left in packers’ hands, consequently only small 
offerings are bing made. On futures there is a con- 
tinued interest shown by wholesalers, but nearly all the 
better known packers have booked all the future busi- 
ness they will take, hence the transactions on 1907 
packing are not many. New York reports a firm mar- 
ket on spots and a desire on the part of the jobbers 
to contract more futures; but, as in this market, the 
packers are, as a rule, filled up with orders. A well- 
known Baltimore brokerage house advertises the fol- 
lowing opening prices on 1907 packing peas, f. o. b. 
Baltimore: No. 2 seconds early June peas, 7oc ; No. 2 
standard early June peas, 80c; No. 2 extra early June 
peas, 85c; No. 2 fine sifted early June peas, $1.10; No.

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Apples— 

Apples, Michigan packing No. 3s, are quoted at 70c 
fo, b. factory; Michigan No. 1o.standard apples are 
noted at $2.25 f. o. b. factory, and we heard of one 
lot offered the other day at $2.20 factory, and a lot of 
Ohio No. 10 standard apples at $2:25. Reports from 
New York note that the market for No. 10 apples is 
firm there, with a fair demand, No. 10 New York state 
packing quoted at range of $2.35 to $2.50, according 
to brand and holder. 


Asparagus 

Jobbers are awaiting the announcement of quota- 
tions on 1907 packing California asparagus, packing 
of which is about to commence, but so far they have 
not been received, and it is suggested that it may be 
some days yet before the prices will be given out. 


Oysters— 

Cove oysters are firm for all sizes. F. o. b. Balti- 
more quotations are: No. 1 extra gelects, lunch, oval 
cans, $1.20; No. 1 6-oz. selects, tall cans, $1.50; No. 1 
5-oz. standards, full weights, 92¥2c; No. 2 10-0z. 
standards, full weights, $1.80; No. 1 4-oz. standards, 
full weights, 85c; No. 2 8-oz. standards, full weights, 
$1.60; No. 1 light weights, 50c. 


Sardines — 


The market on domestic sardines holds firm, with a 
fair demand reported. Buyers put in a good many or- 
ders in advance of the higher prices scheduled to be- 
come effective March. 15th. 


Salmon— 


The salmon market shows more activity here, espe- 
cially in spot red Alaska fish. Red Alaskas are in 
strong position and the tendency upward, this being 
true, however, of all grades. The inside f. 0. b. coast 
price of red Alaska talls is reported as 95 cents, but 
the trade are all anticipating considerably higher open- 
ing prices. Present spot stocks of salmon are but a 
very small percentage of the normal supply at this 
time of year. Mr. F. A. Alpin, New York represen- 
tative of J. K. Armsby Co., sole agents in the United 
States for the Alaska Packers’ association, in explain- 
ing the present strength of the salmon market, said in 
an interview the other day that “Statistics that have 
been published from time to time clearly show that the 
surplus has been entirely eaten up; that we are down 
to and can clearly see the end of the pile of the 1906 
pack, which was, considering all grades, nearly 1,000.- 
000 cases less than the pack of 1905. Once a surplus 
of any food product has been created, whether brought 
about by overproduction or underconsumption, it.takes 
a long time to remove the impression that there is a 
large quantity of that commodity on hand. We are all 
prone, I think, to hold on to a low-value market condi- 
tion, and we are quite unwilling, until too late, to ac- 
cept the fact that conditions have changed, and there- 
fore values have changed. The stocks of all grades 
of salmon in packers’ hands are hundreds of thous- 
ands of cases less than a year ago. After eliminating 
the very much reduced amount held for the English 
market, we face the fact that the quantity owned by 
packers that is available for shipment to the United 
States is, I think it is safe to say, a total of less than 
200,000 cases, a large percentage of which is held at 
$1 per dozen, f. 0. b. coast, and we all know that the 
larger distributing centers own far less salmon than 
usual at this time of the year. 
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General conditions in the dried fruit business in the 
Chicago market are exceedingly quiet and all stocks 
are very light locally. A normal spring trade on this 
line of goods will produce a very much stronger tone 
to the market than exists at the present time. The sit- 
uation is such that this condition could be brought 
about within twenty-four hours if the necessary de- 
mand were to materialize. 

Prunes— 

The supply of prunes in Chicago is very small and 
the feeling strong. Spot values are as follows: 40- 
50s in 50-lb. boxes, 67¢c to 7c; 50-Gos, 5¥4c; 60-708, 








' 434c; 70-808, 4/4c to 4/2c; 80-90s, 334c to 4c; Qo- 


100s, 3c. 
Apricots— 

Only a scattered lot of apricots exists here and 
there. Quotations here are as follows: Standard, 
16%c; choice, 17%4c to 17%c; extra choice, 18c; 
fancy, 19c to 20c, depending upon variety. 

Peaches — 

The market on occasional lots of peaches here and 
there has been shaded a trifle.

Baltimore, Md., March 11, 1907. 


Epitror CANNER:—The middle of March will be here by the 
time this letter is published, and still all this section of the 
country is held fast in the grip of winter. We had a fall of 
six or seven inches of snow in Maryland during the last 
twenty-four hours, and this condition is pretty ‘general in the 
surrounding states. Of course, this severe weather ‘is not 
actually hurting any vegetation in this section, but it is great- 
ly retarding all farming operations, and every indication 
points to a late spring, and consequently a late maturing of 
the crops. 

The result of this weather is being felt in Baltimore in the 
numerous ‘orders that are coming in for assorted carloads of 
fruits and vegetables, but particularly for vegetables. Peas, 
string beans, lima beans and spinach have been in particularly 
heavy demand, and there will not be a case of these goods 
left in first hands when the new season opens. There has 
also been a very good demand for pineapple, peaches, small 
fruits, sweet potatoes and sauerkraut. In fact, the whole line 
of Baltimore goods has been pretty well drawn upon during 
the past week. 

The most noticeable feature of the canned goods market, 
however, ‘is the stronger feeling on corn. This article has 
been selling very freely during the week, and cheap Maine 
style has been in especially good demand. The bargain lots 
are gétting harder ‘to find, and wideawake jobbers are stack- 
ing up quite liberally, although it must ‘not be forgotten that 
some of this stacking up is being done at the expense of 
the future business, for, as I have indicated in former, let- 
ters, many jobbers are buying spot corn and putting it away 
in preference to placing orders for future packing. This will 
undoubtedly work out in the end to the benefit of the corn 
packing business, for if the sales of futures are cut down 
considerably, there will be a corresponding decrease in ‘the 
acreage which will naturally curtail the pack of the coming 
season, and corn will then get out of the terrible rut it has 
been in for the past year or eighteen months. There is no 
doubt tin‘ my ‘mind but what the corn market will be from to 
to 15 per cent higher before the new season opens than it is 
to-day. 

Sales ‘of spot tomatoes during the week have been quite 
numerous, but the business continues ‘to be of the hand-to- 
mouth variety, very few orders being placed for more than 
a car in one block, and the majority being for less than car- 
load lots. The market, however, ‘is no ‘firmer, it ‘still ‘being 
possible to pick up a carload of fair goods here and there at 
goc f. o. b. and plenty of good brands at 92%c. This would 
almost indicate th@t the mafket is “a little easier,’ but it is 
only the natural 6titcome ‘to ‘be expected as a result of the 
action of two or three holders who got so anxious for ‘busi- 
ness two. weeks or so ago that they cut their price to 92%c. 

The position of future tomatoes remains 2bout the same, 
with “probably.-just a little -easier feeling, as some country 
packers will accept business at 81c per dozen for No. 3 stand- 





ards f. o. b. their shipping point. There are plenty of ord 
lying around to be placed at 80c, and a good many ielan 
are taking advantage of the 81c quotation, and are insta. 
ing their brokers to secure the goods. This price however. 
is f. 0. b, country points, and for country brands. The most 
popular Baltimore brands are still being held at 82i4c “ 
85c f. o. b. Baltimore, and packers do not show the slightest 
disposition to accept business at any lower figures. 

The tomato growers and packers are gradually getting to- 
gether, and contracts are being made. In some sections the 
farmers are getting what they asked for, namely, $9.00 


‘This is where the competition amongst packers is rather keen 


and where the growers have good shipping facilities to send 
their raw tomatoes to Baltimore. These conditions have com- 
pelled the local packers to agree to the growers’ demands 
and give them the $9.00 per ton they asked for. In other 
sections, where shipping facilities are not so good, the pack- 
ers and growers are compromising on $8.50 per ton. From 
ali reports now there will be a large acreage of tomatoes 
put out, and should there be a good crop the pack this com- 
ing season will undoubtedly be as large as in 1906, and prob- 
ably larger. 

Future peas are being quoted here for Baltimore delivery 
on the basis of ‘8oc for standard Junes, $1.10 for ssifteds, $1.40 
to $1.45 for extra sifteds and $1.65 to $1.75 for petit pois 
Packers, however, are taking a good deal of risk in naming 
figtrres on peas, not knowing what the raw stock is going to 
cost. 

The demand continues good for smell fruits, and stocks are 
being cleaned up, particularly strawberries and gooseberries, 
Blackberries are more plentiful.

Epitor CANNER: There is nothing of importance to report 
in the market for canned goods, spot or future. Nearly all 
the pilgrims who have been soliciting business throughout the 
country ‘have ‘returned to ‘their homes ‘with -greater or less 
success. While the aggregate of sales has been large—larger 
than for several years—some packers have gained materially, 
and a few have not sold as much. It appears to me, but I 
may be at fault, that many new buyers have appeared and but 
few old ones have left the ranks. While the great rush is 
over to buy, there is a steady business almost every day, not 
in blocks, perhaps, but in carlots of 1,000 cases. Prices are 
full firmer, in this way, that while nearly all the corn was 
sold on the basis of 85c f. 0. b. Portland, some was sold at 
80 to 82%4c. Several of those who were willing to go to 8oc 
to start business, and get some orders booked, are now firm 
on the ‘basis of 82'%c f. o. b. Portland. On future climatic 
conditions much will depend. Very many have not got their 
books of contracts filled by the farmers, and naturally with 
the vast accumulation .of snow in Maine, the continued cold 
weather, farmers will be slow in signing. The outlook is 
for a rather late spring, but Maine weather conditions are 
very hard to understand, for inside of a week we may be 
favored by warm, not to say, hot days, and the snow barks 
be gone like the mists. 

There is a little sale for spot Maine fancy corn from 8oc 
factory, up to to 85c f. o. b. Portland. There is not much of 
it, but it is good. No doubt this quality will be short long 
before next season. It would not be at all improbable if it 
changed hands any day. 

As for off-fancy or extra standard, if it may ‘be called such, 
i. e., corn hard ‘to classify, there are a few thousand cases, 
but I do not ‘know of ‘any poor corn at all, that is of last 
season’s pack. There is some that saccharine got into several 
years ago, but its condition to-day is not enticing—in fact, 
I hardly ‘think ‘it #s offered. What will become of this or 
what’ will be the ultimate fate of the manv carloads of south- 
ern, western and New York “doctored” goods is known only 
to the Gods. It will besa great blessing when even the facts 
will, in ‘time, become a tradition. The quantity of such goods 
(montiménts .of folly), ‘ts a menace ‘to the first-class packers 
the country over. 

The market for pumpkin and blueberries is bare, and but 
few futures have been sold—none of the latter, in fact, for no 
price can “be named, or even hinted at, for months. Few

are sclling and fewer offering, for the time for con- 
sumption is not yet. The fresh fruit és plenty yet. Portland, 
most of this season, has led both New York and Boston in 
exporting several times reaching 20,000 to 25,000 barrels per 
week. Prices of gallons linger around: the $2:25 mark. - Sales 
of clams are fair, but not so large as they should be, or 
will be when the short conditions are realized. The flats 
are under ice that is from one to two feet thick. As I thave 
several times written, they grow harder to get each year. 

Few lobsters are selling, about as many as.diamonds. The 
price I have named before, but still even at high prices, 
they go. In future years they may be used, instead of United 
States bonds to capitalize banks. 

Owing to the season, local trade is light. Our wholesale 
trade find business spastnodic—a rush one day—dull the 
next, hence, the volume of canned goods sales is limited. 

We in Maine have now a local pure food Jaw, passed 
some time ago, but I have no doubt but what it will be 
amended, or a new law passed, on the ‘same lines as the 


national.

Kansas City, Mo., March 11, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER: The canned goods market can be, summed 
up as very firm on nearly all products, save corn. ‘Spot peas 
are only obtainable through second hands, and them iat a 
handsome premium, while future 1907 pack are pretty thor- 
oughly taken up, many of ‘the Wisconsin canners absolutely 
refusing to sell to exceed 50 per cent of their anticipated pack. 

The Chicago party, I understand, is still workmg on the 
Wisconsin pea packers, hoping to get enough of them to 
join in his trust or association ‘to justify this forming this 
company. Many of the best Wisconsin packers absolutely 
refuse to join in this movement, and it still looks as though 
this gigantic combination will die “a-borning.” 

The corn situation has surely improved in the past dew 
weeks, and while there have not been many trades made in 
either spot or futures, there have been some very good ‘sales 
made at an advance over two or three months ago. 

More inquiries made for good quality. Canners who are 
holding an inferior quality of corn, hhopimg to get ‘better 
prices, if they don’t look out, they will be compelled to hold 
for some time to come, ‘and when ‘they do sell, :may -be 
ébliged to put a sticker on each can, ‘telling just what the 
can contains. 

The tomato situation remains about ‘the same, as reported 
in'my last letter, sales ‘being made at very good prices. 

Mr. J. D. Cunningham, vice-president and manager of the 
Kansas City Wholesale Grocery company, and one of the 
original organizers of this company, met his death in a street 
car accident last Thursday. Mr. Cunningham, or Jack, as 
his friends loved to call him, was in the prime of life, ‘being 
40 years of age, and no man in the west bottoms was more 
highly respected than he. His death came like a clapp of 
thunder out of a clear sky. In his death the Kansas City 
Wholesale Grocery company not only lost a very valuable 
manager and most genial associate but the wholesale grocers 
lose one of their most valuable and respected members. 
Next to his mother, sisters and dear ones, Jack will be most 
missed by the brokers, all of whom respected and loved ‘him. 
He grappled his friends as “with hooks of steel,” and always 
retained them in loving and considerate regard. Warm 
hearted, genial and true, a man of superior endowments as 
a business man. 

The wholesale grocers and brokers of the. city met Friday 
afternoon for the purpose of taking proper action, relative 
to-his death and funeral, the latter having been held Saturday 
afternoon at the family residence.

Seattle, Wash., March 7, 1907. 

Epiror CANNER: New advices have been received from a 
number of different Alaska packers coneerning what they 
intend to do during the coming season, and the purport of 
these advices is that the Alaska pack this :year is not only 
expected 'to be as large as that of ast season, but considerably 
larger. At least the cannerymen will make ‘preparations for 
a larger pack and count on :the salmon run heing big enough 
to justify the preliminary outlay. Especially are the can- 
Neries. in southeastern Alaska planning to make extensive 
preparations, and some of these plants «will double -their 
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capacity for the coming year. The Alaska Packers’ associa- 
tion have announced that they expect to increase their pack 
in that district considerably and to do so will find it né¢- 
essary to imstall mew machinery very shortly. F. C. Barnes 
of Portland, Ore., ‘who ow#s. -the “Lake:: Bay. cannery; has 
already sent an agent north in the person of L. J. Swarts who 
is now at Wrangel. Mr. Swarts announced on his way north 
that it is the intention of his firm to double the pack of last 
year, which means an imcrease from 18,000 to 36,000 cases, 
and a consequent enlargement of the plant to cope with the 
desired imcrease in pack. The plans of the Northwestern 
Fisheries Co. of Seattle, who ‘next to the Alaska Packers’ 
association, are the Jargest operators in Alaska, have not been 
fully determined. upon, but Capt. Jarvis, manager, says :that 
the company’s plant will be operated on fully as large.a 
scale as fast year, and certain canneries which were not 
eperated fast season may be opened for work during the com- 
ing summer. 

Alaska cannerymen are encouraged to more extensive oper- 
ations this year by the bright market outlook. During other 
‘yeats in the past they have put up large packs, and then 
stood by and seen prices slaughtered until profits were very 
meagre or not at all. Last year, however, prices were well 
maéntained, and the cannerymen all came out with an encour- 
agmg balance on the right side of the ledger. This year, the 
‘market-ortleek -is even better, and -packers. feel that they can, 
under the condition, proceed to put wp good sized packs, 
withthe assurance that the market will consume all they can 
pack at prices which will allow them some reward for their 
efforts.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


San Francisco, March 8, 1907. 


Epitor CANNER: We are still having rains, with a few 
fairly heavy frosts interspersed. Almonds blossomed a couple 
weeks since, and seem to have set well, but too early to 
speak positively. Apricots are in blossom in various parts 
of the state for a week past. The Blenheims in Santa Clara 
and Alameda counties blossomed fairly well, but not so pro- 
fusely as.the light crop and consequent rest the trees had 
last season, would seem to have promised. I would not 
predict a ‘heavy crop of this variety. The Moorpark blos- 
soms ‘are ready ito ‘burst, ‘but do not ‘promise at all well.’ I 
will report on both of these crop conditions more fully about 
two weeks hence. Prunes and cherries ‘will blossom within 
the next fortnight. Peaches are showing color. Aspatagus 
is coming im rapidly, and a couple :weeks will see the ‘can- 
neries busy packing. 

There is not much :to say about spot fruits, so little remains 
no canner takes much interest in quoting. What little: is 
changing ‘hands is bringing full prices. Tomatoes are scarce 
and firm. 

Can prices are announced: $22.50 for 2% and. $51 for 
eights. Shooks show about 25 per cent advance over last 
sezson’s quotations. “Tin is almost out of sight. ‘Labor is 
scarce—workingmen who are earning from $3.50 to $09.00 ‘per 
day do not care to have their -wives labor, so it will mean 
much ,to the canner. And a few days since our friends at 
Sacramento passed-a law limiting femalé labor to eight hours, 
and the growers, canners and packers are endeavoring to 
influence the governor to veto. If this law goes into effect it 
will reduce the canned fruit pack the coming season ‘at least 
one-third. There will not be much hammering for futures 
very eafly, and canners will not be in haste to make prices. 

The Selma Canning .Co. ‘have incorporated and -will enlarge 
and improve the old Selma cannery. Mr. ‘T. H. Elliott will 
have charge of the factory, and A. B. Field & Co. of San 
Francisco will carry the selling end. 

The Sunnyvale canneries is well under way and buildings 
will be completed this month. Eight of the thirty cottages 
are erected and occupied. The cannery will commence oper- 
ations on cherries. 

Libby, McNeil & Libby have an option on property at 
Sunnyvale and-expect to erect a cannery at that point. Their 
cannery at Isleton is well under way and they ‘hope’to be 
able to .pack asparagus. 

The .cutting plant at San Jose which was operated ast 
season .by the Napa Valley Packing Co. will be operated the 
coming season by the F. P. Cutting Co.; D. D: Oliphant 
Co. of San Francisco will be selling agents. The D.'D. 
Oliphant Co. also have the selling of the product of ‘the 
Milpitas cannery, which is being enlarged and ‘dotbled in 
capacity, and will operate ‘heavily on 2sparagus. 

The Central California Canneries are enlarging the San 
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---Lorenzo~ plant; which they hurriedly equipped last fall to 
handle tomatoes, and will operate at that locality on fruits 
the? doring season. 

The Cahfornia Fruit Canners’ association have applied for 

; permit to erect their large cannery in San Francisco, and 
work will be pushed. They are overhauling their San Le- 
andro plant which has been closed down since 1904, and 
expect to operate there the coming season. Their pea cannery 
at Milpitas has been more than doubled in capacity the past 
winter. 

Lang & Cé,, of Wisconsin, are erecting a cannery near Oak- 
dale to operate on peas; they will begin packing in about a 
month, ..Lovell-Field Co. are selling agents. 

Mr.” A» Maison, formerly of California Fruit Canners’ 
association, has joined forces with Hunt Bros. Co. Joe Hunt, 
Gus Baumgartner and L. A. Maison will make a team hard 
to beat in the ¢anning business. Hunt’s new cannery in Los 
Catos is growing rapidly, and will be completed in time to 
commence work.on cherries. 

Nothing new iff dried fruits: Prunes are in strong hands, 
and market with light demands holds about three cent basis. 
Raisins scarce and firm. There has been some attempt to 
contract with growers for coming crop, but their ideas are 
well above a four cent base, so nothing has come of 53

Epitor CANNER:—With improved weather during the past 
week some increased activity has been reported in the canned 
goods trade, but it hasn’t yet reached the proportions which 
might be expected at this season. But as each day passes 
spring comes nearer and there is every evidence that sales 
will be much heavier in the near future. 

The principal featiire of the week has been the weakening 
in tomatoes. While they are only sparingly offered at con- 
cessions, the fact that they are offered at all is of some im- 
portance. They have been held stiffly up to quotations for a 
number of weeks and the slight easing off has been suf- 
ficient to create some weakness, which is being utilized by 
buyers to secure.concessions wherever possible. The ab- 
sence of important feature is due to the scarcity of vege- 
tables other than corn and tomatoes. Spot tomatoes rule 
easy with fair standard 3s quoted at 92%c and off standards 
at a material reduction from this figure. A little pressure 
to sell ordinary standard 3s is noted. Future 3s are still held 
in most instances at 82%4@8sc, though occasionally buyers 
succeed in picking up something at 81c f. 0. b. factory. Larg- 
er packers, as a rule, decline to consider bids at this figure. 
A fair business is being done in full standard gallons at $2.50 
f. o. b. factory for future delivery. One sale of 3,000 cases 
was reported at this figure. For full standard 2s 62%c is 
about the price. Bids of a fraction less have been considered 
in some quarters. Spot prices are unchanged from previous 
quotations. _ 

a i is weak, with buyers indifferent and taking only such 
: lots as are required to carry them along, or only such as are 
'_....$ufficiently profitable in quality to satisfy exacting purchasers. 
Future corn is firm, as previously quoted, though quiet and 


moving in small lots only. Buyers have placed no orders of 
importance the past week. 

There is a fair jobbing interest in. peas within the quotes 
range, though the tendency is still upward and sales are 
sometimes made at higher yalues than quotations indicate 
A good deal of inquiry is reported for standard early Junes 
at $1.05 and stock of that grade can be easily sold at that 
figure. Other grades are less wanted, but the price on al] jg 
held firm and sales are easily made when holders will accept 
offers, 

String beans are wanted, but supplies are light and moy 
holders refuse to allow stock to go unless ‘they obtain ful! 
prices. The situation has shown no improvement from buy. 
ers’ standpoint during the week. Inquiry increases daily. 

Spinach is firm and sales are’made at full prices, if they 
are made at all. Holders are firm in their views and refyy 
to make concessions, even when by doing so they can dispose 
of a considerable quantity,’ or, as is possible in some jp. 
stances, clean out their entire stocks. 

A good deal of local interest is developing in salmon, anj 
some fair sized orders haye been placed for red Alask, 
within the established range. All advices from the coast note 
a strong tone in the market with all offerings from firg 
hands closely held. Not much actual business has been done 
here, but the outlook favors rapid increase in trade shortly, 
Columbia river fish is scarce and hard to get, even at fy] 
prices. Other varieties are being held with confidence and 
concessions are difficult. 

Sardines are firm and a fair jobbing business is noted, 
Stocks are said to be in small compass and indications point 
to a pronounced scarcity within a comparatively short time 
No opening prices on 1907 pack have yet been made, though 
there have been rumors that some packers had offered 2 
higher figures than last year. This cannot be confirmed and 
is probably untrue. Opening prices are expected at any time 
now. 

Lobster is firm, with a sharp upward tendency to prices 
under an increasing demand. Sales are necessarily small 
owing to the excessively high values placed upon the fish 
by holders. 

Spot gallon apples are firm and in fair demand within the 
range quoted. The outlook indicates a continuation of the 
present reasonably active business. 

No featuré is reported in other lines and sales are made 
in a small way only to satisfy present requirements. Im- 
provement will likely come with spring business. Nearly all 
sales are composed of peaches and apricots from second 
hands. First hand stocks are exceedingly scarce and holders 
insist upon substantially second hand prices before they will 
part with their goods. This attitude naturally restricts trade 
to actual requirements. HARLEM.

Dr. Wiley Explains Concerning Gelatine 
Statements. 


Dr. Wiley’s attitude toward the use of gelatine in 
foods appears to have been misunderstood. In reply 
to an inquiry from a Boston importer, Dr, Wiley ex- 
plains his utterances as follows: 

“I did not say that gelatine factories were the dirti- 
est in the world; I said glue factories were. It is 
true that I quoted the report of the Marine Hospital 
Service, showing that materials with tetanus germs 
were sometimes found in gelatine. That was the 
cause of the remark about lockjaw. The important 
part of my statement was not published, viz.: that there 
was plenty of good, unobjectionable raw material for 
making gelatine; that there was no objection to gela- 
tine made from this raw material in a sanitary way; 
that it was a good food product. 

“IT note from your letter that gelatine is made from 
the best selected calf stock. Of course I do not know 
what those pieces of calf stock are composed of, but. 
I think they are composed of hides. If I am in error 
I shall be glad to be corrected. 

“My remarks were not made for the purpose of 
condemning gelatine as a whole, but only that part 
of it which is made from improper materials, or 
which has been exposed to infection. It is my desire 
to collaborate with those who are engaged in the mak- 
ing of the best quality of gelatine to secure them from 
competition with the inferior product.” 









































































































































Manufacturers Will Take a Chance on Ben- 
zoate of Soda. 














Manufacturers of preserves and condiments have 
practically decided, says the Journal of Commerce, to 
take their chances with the Agricultural Department 
and Dr. Wilev on the question of the use of benzoate 
of soda, at least so far as the coming spring pack is 
concerned. Within the past few days contracts have 
been made on the condition that the government al- 
lows the goods to be sold with preservatives added, 
and labels are being printed on that basis, with ben- 
zoate and coloring matters declared. 

“T want to conform in every way to the law,” said 
one factor in the trade, “but the time has arrived 
when we must settle the question one way or the other, 
and in the absence of any definite decision from the 
department we have concluded to take chances. It 
seems to me that that is all we can do, for orders 
must be booked now or never. The people with whom 
I have placed my contracts will wait as long as they 
can, but unless some proven preservative is allowed 
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I don’t care to handle goods. I tried to secure gyay. 
antees that the goods would keep, but the manufae. 
turers would not give them unless benzoate is added 
they same applies to goods artificially colored.

Wadsworth Opposes Dating of Canned Goods. 


When Congressman Wadsworth spoke a little more 
than a week ago against the plan for having the date 
of packing placed on all canned products, he did some- 
thing that met the hearty approval of L. J. Callanan, 
who at once wrote to the press in support of this con- 
tention. Mr. Callanan argued, as he had done on sey- 
eral occasions before, that if the food is good at all it 
is just as good several years after being canned as 
on the day it enters the can, but that the stamping of 
the date would create a needless public prejudice 
against all canned food that is more than a year old. 

Mr. Callanan declared that if Mr. Wadsworth will 
again become a candidate, for Congress in the Genosee 
district the grocers will do what they can to elect 
him. The Vesey street grocer said that he would him- 
self stump the district for the present congressman.

Guaranty. 


Secretary F. E. Gorrell of the new National Can- ' 


ners” association, -has, im accordance with the yote.at 


the Buffalo convention, sent to every member a copy | 


of the packers’ guaranty adopted at Buffalo. 

“It must be borne in mind,” he says, “that the action 
of the Buffalo convention ,has nothirig to do with the 
niatter of identification of cans. This is entirely an 
individual matter fot -each packer to determine, 
whether he wants‘to‘selt for buyer’s label and give a 
guaranty unless he has.some method of identification, 
either by a mark .4n the’cans or the labels.” 

Concerning the serial number, he says: “It is not 
Hecessary, either for general purposes 6f for the pur- 
poses of indemnity froni the jobber, to take out a 
s¢rial number as provided by the rules and regulations 
under the natidmal pure’ food law, but it -is earnestly 
recommended. In ring the necessary guaranty with 
the secretary of agriculture upon which to obtain the 
serial number it will be necessary for the one execut- 
ing the same to acknowledge it (same as in the case of 
deeds and mortgages) and the official taking the ac- 
knowledgment should attach his seal, otherwise an 
additional certificate from.the country clerk may be re- 
quired by the.secretary of agriculture.

Of course, price js 
important, but whether the buyer can count on 199 
per cent delivery when shipping time comes is para- 
mount, and as well will quality be same as expected 
and understood when order was placed. If we ex- 
amine the contracts passed during the last five years 
we would be surprised to think that we ever consid. 
ered the majority of them valid. Dun and Bradstreet 
did not consider many of them as contracts at that 
time. As subscribers and believers in the mercantile 
agencies, would it not be well to see what these bene- 
factors have to say of the seller before we lock his 
contract in our safe, feeling that it is gilt-edged? The 
market does not always decline, and in event of an 
advaneeé, it-is décidedly better to be able to feel sure 
of the contract we hold and be in disposition to dis. 
pose of the full-quantity purchased rather than being 
placed in the uncomfortable position of waiting to see 
whether the seller is going to make even a part de- 
livery. Mercantile rating, of course, is not the only 
essential requirement. Reputation and past record of 
the seller has considerable influence as to whether 
his future contracts can be banked on; responsibility 
and reliability count in business, why not encourage 
it? Any bunco man can make or take chances, but 
reputable business men must have contracts that can 
be counted on absolutely without intimation of loop- 
hole or technicality. It may cost a little more, for the 
packer of responsibility must figure to pay his bills for 
supplies, raw stock, etc., but the buyer can ill afford 
to change a doubtful contract when for $15 or $20 per 
car additional he is assured delivery and no sleepless 
nights will be experienced on this account.”

Instructions relative to meat labels were issued by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry recently as follows: 
To Inspectors in Charge and Others: 

In order to obviate the recurrence of instances where trade 
labels were printed on the approval of inspectors in charge, 
and, upon submission to this Bureau for final approval, found 
to be contrary to regulations, you are advised that each trade 
label, in the form of a sketch or proof, should be first sub- 
mitted to the Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, and 
no trade label should be printed until a sketch or proof 
thereof has received his approval.

New British Food Act Appears Certain. 


Advocates of the public health bill introduced in the 
British Parliament on February 18th, are confident 
that they will get the measure through. at this ses- 
sion. The bill provides for regulations to be made 
for the prevention of danger arising to public health 
from the importation, preparation, storage and dis- 
tribution of articles of food. 

Provision is made for thorough examination of all 
food products and for their sampling by government 
inspectors. The act also provides that the authori- 
ties may extend its operation. This will make the new 
law if so passed operative in any new cases that may 
arise as emergencies could be met by new regulations. 
The full text of the new bill just received here by mail 
from London is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the king’s most excellent majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the lords spiritual and tem- 
poral, and commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


1. The power of making regulations under the pybj 
health act, 1896, and the enactments mentioned in that z 
shall include the power of making regulations authorisi 
measures to be taken for the prevention of danger ations 
to public health from the importation, preparation storage 
and distribution of articles of food or drink (other thes 
drugs or water) intended for human consumption, and with. 
out prejudice to the generality of the powers so conferred. 
the regulations may— 3 

(a) Provide for the examination and taking of sample 
of any such articles; ; 

(b) Apply, as respects any matters to be dealt with 5 
the regulations, any provision in any act of Parliament deat. 
ing with like matters, with the necessary modifications and 
adaptations ; 

(c) Provide for the recovery of any charges authorized 
to be made by the regulations for the purposes of the regy. 
lations or any services performed thereunder; 

(2) For the purposes of regulations made under this act 
articles commonly used for the food or drink of man shalj 
be deemed to be intended for human consumption unless the 
contrary is proved. 

(3) In the application of this act to Scotland part [vy 
of the public health (Scotland) act, 1897, shall be substituted 
for the public health act, 1896. 

2. This act may be cited as the public health (regulations 
as to food) act, 1907.

Dried Fruit Contract Considered Fair. 


As expressing the general view on the coast with 
reference to the contract formulated by the Dried 
Fruit Association of New York, the following from 
the California Fruit Grower is of interest: 

“The contract, generally speaking, is fair and 
equitable, and looks like about as just a contract as 
could be drawn up having in view but one side of the 
case. Many shippers here see little objection to the 
form as at present submitted, but find some fault with 
the fact that arbitration, in case of dispute, is so par- 
ticularly under the direction of the New York end, 
and others maintain the right of seller to route. The 
contract as at present submitted contains the 1% per 
cent cash discount clause and this will doubtless cause 
most of the trouble. 

“Just how generally the New York contract will 
be accepted can, of course, not be stated now. It 
would seem, however, that if this 1% per cent cash 
discount is to figure in cured fruit trading at all, it 
must either be generally adopted or entirely discarded. 
It would result in confusion worse confounded so far 
as prices and quotations are concerned for some sell- 
ers to be figuring with the 1% per cent discount and 
others without.” 





Banapa Preserving. 


The Tropical Food Co. of Key West, Fla., and 
Honduras, reports a rapid increase in its banana food 
preserving and packing business, owing to the public 
appreciation of their tropical ripened product. The 
Tropical Food Co, allow the food to naturally ripen 
under the sunny skies of their plantation in Honduras 
and then prepare it, by a wholesome process, for the 
market.

American Canned Goods in England. 


A clipping from the Lancashire (England) Post 
forwarded by Special Agent Whittam, says: 

“In consequence of the scare with respect to Amer- 
ican tinned foods, Doctor Sergeant, medical officer 
of health for the county (Lancashire) has had nine- 
teen samples purchased, but in none of them was 
anything found indicating they were unsound or in- 
jurious to health.” 





Food Law Improves Profits. 


The workings of the pure food law in New Jersey 
have resulted in a general improvement of food stuffs 
and medicines now on the market. During the month 
of January the State Board of Health examined 270 
specimens. There were 171 above the standard de- 
manded and 75 below the standard in which the aver- 
age percentage of adulteration was 30 per cent. Out 
of six samples of butter five were below the average, 
the adulteration being 83 per cent. Out of 110 sam- 
ples of milk 22 were below the standard. Twenty- 
age of 60 per cent. Ten samples of camphorated 
oil out of 15 were adulterated 66 per cent. Out of 45 


_ samples of tincture of iodine 15 were adulterated 93 


per cent—Ocean Grove (N. J.) Times.

Burbank’s Real Merits. 
From Hugo de Vries’ “Luther Burbank’s Ideas on 

Scientific Horticulture,” in the March Century. 

In this period of rapidly changing conceptions and 
steadily broadening interests it is unsafe for a man to 
publish his personal views concerning such parts of the 
new combined science as lie beyond his own experi- 
ence. Of course he must have some conception of 
the results and theoretical ideas in the different de- 
partments, and the better he develops it the more it 
will aid him in his own work. But whenever pub- 
lication is not absolutely necessary in order to show 
the concordance of all our biological knowledge with 
some newly discovered principle such conceptions must 
be considered as of personal value only; otherwise 
their publication may easily lead to a false appreciation 
of a man’s real merits. 

In some magazine articles and popular books the 
authors, heedless of these principles, have given rise 
to much misunderstanding of the merits of Burbank 
by a certain amount of effusiveness and unconscious 
exaggerating. In many of these cases it is evident 
to the scientific readers that the author was not a 
scientist himself and it remains an open question 
whether the incorrect and sometimes absurd statements 
must be imputed to the author of the article or to 
Burbank. The main impression, however, has not 
been favorable to Burbank, especially among Eastern 
and European readers. More than once, in personal 
conversation, I noticed a certain doubt as to the va- 
lidity of Burbank’s scientific ideas and even as to his 
right of giving an opinion on scientific discoveries. It 
became apparent to me that much injury had been 
done to the reputat‘on of a man who has contributed 
largely to the wealth of his nation and other countries, 


and who has, in his lifetime, rediscovered and intro- 
duced into American horticulture many of the leading 
principles of plant breeding, which, though known in 
Europe, were as yet unsuspected in America. 

In some cases direct statements have been made 
which have lessened the appreciation of Burbank’s 
merits by scientific readers, precisely by the endeavor 
to give to his work a scientific significance, which in 
reality it has not. It has been contended, for instance, 
that Burbank overthrew the Mendelian laws, that he 
opposes the theory of mutation, that he has proved the 
inheritance of acquired characters and assumes that 
natural species originate by means of crossing. Every- 
body knows, however, that he is not engaged in special 
scientific investigations concerning these points and 
it is only natural that the conclusion has been drawn 
that he has no right to pledge his great name in favor 
of the opinions he is reported to defend. 





The World’s Wealthiest Country. 


The United States is not only the wealthiest coun- 
try on the globe, but its lead over the other countries 
is increasing every day. As estimated by the census 
bureau, in a report just sent out, the wealth of the 
United States was in 1904, in round figures, $107,- 
000,000,000. This was an increase of $18,600,000,000 
over 1900. During the four years ending with 1904 
the country’s wealth expanded by a larger figure than 
its entire wealth amounted to ($16,000,000,000) in the 
year in which Lincoln was first elected, 1860. Yet the 
United States filled a pretty big place on the map even 
in 1860. In that year, moreover, the 4,000,000 slaves 
were counted as merchandise, and entered into this 
$16,000,000,000 property valuation. The best British 
estimates place the wealth of the United Kingdom at 
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about $50,000,000,000. It ranks next to the United 
States in this respect, but is far below this country. 
Germany and France are each a few billions below the 
United Kingdom. 

On the basis of increase from June 3oth, 1900, to 
June 30th, 1904, the wealth of the United States is 
about $119,000,000,000 in these early weeks of 1907. 
The wealth of the United States is much greater than 
the combined wealth of the countries which hold the 
second and the third place on the roll. And the gap 
between us and them is steadily and rapidly broaden- 
ing. The increase is very much faster than in popula- 
tion. In the 107 years since 1800, while the popula- 
tion of the United States has increased sixteen times, 
the wealth of the United States has been multiplied 
119 times. This is one of the marvels of American 
expansion.—Leslie’s Weekly. 





Method of Planting Strawberries. 
For field culture the strawberries, says the Ameri- 
can Agriculturist, should be set in rows three feet 
apart with the plants 15 to 18 inches apart in the row. 


But for intensive culture, where the land has been 
heavily fertilized, set them closer. Rows 15 inches 
apart with the plants the same distance apart in the 
row will give good results and heavy crops under the 
above mode of planting. Between each three rows 
leave a two-foot alley. In close planting set the plants 
so as to alternate, so that instead of a plant being op- 
posite one in the row next to it, it stands opposite 
one in the second row from it, thus giving each Plant 
the greatest space possible. Plants set in this way 
must have all the runners clipped off as fast as they 
come and be kept under clean cultivation.
